RUSSIA HEARS JAPS LOST 
HEAVILY AT HOUTSIATZE 


Account of Battle Received by St. 
Petersburg Says Attacking Army 
Lost 18,000 Men and Russians Re- 
tired in Good Order. — 


JAPANESE TEN MILES 
NORTH OF HAICHENG. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 6.— 

. Gen. Kuropatkin’ reports that the 
Japanese advanced 10 miles north 

of Haicheng Thursday and that 

they are also advancing in con- 

siderable force from Pahuisai 

(Katsia), on the Russian cast 

flank, 

The Japanese were concentrated 
im the neighborhood of Huluageu 
and considerable forces of Japan- 
ese at Houtsiatze and Sikseyan 
crossed to the right bank of the 
Taitse river, but were driven 
back.

NAGASAKI, Aug. 6, Noon.—It is re- 
ported here that Port Arthur has been 
captured by the Japanese.

NEW-CHWANG, Aug. 6.—Russian spies 
made an attempt to destroy the railroad 
bridge near Yinkow. They were frustrated 
by Chinese railway employes. Gen. Fuku- 
shima was supposed to be on a .rain about 
to cross the bridge. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 6.—A dispatch 
to the Bourse Gazette from Liao Yang says 
that another great battle has been fought 
in the neighborhood of Houtsiatze, on the 
railroad about fourteen miles west of Liao 
Yang. in which the Japanese losses are es- 
timated to have been from 10,000 to 13,000 
and the Russian losses insignificant. 

The dispatch, which is dated Thursday 
evening, says: 

“There has been fierce fighting Tuesday, 
Wednesday and today, The Japanese made 
& vigorous attack on the center of the Rus- 
sian vosition at Houtsaitze. 

“The enemy-was ‘fifty-four battalions 
strong, thirty-six of which were regular 
troops and the balance reserve men. 


“Gen. Kuroki employed the, reserve men] 
‘in the attack while the regulars carried out 


the feints intended to delude the Russians. 

“The reserve men aitacked with cespera- 
tion. Their ranks were decimated by the 
Russian fire each time they advanced, but 
thé vavancies were quickly filled up with 
fresh men.

Mu TII°-N PASS, Manchuria, July 5, via 
San Francisco, Aug. 6.—‘‘Night fighting is 
the test of soldiers,’’ remarked one of the 
foreign attaches, when he visited the scene 
of yesterday's bloody affair, ‘‘and the Jap- 
a@nese certainly have proven their quality 
this time.’’ 

Probably no incident of the war has 
placed the Japanese soldiers in a more 
trying situation than the night attack at 
Mo Tien Pass, and nowhere have they 
gained a more complete victory against 
great disadvantages. None of the corre- 
spondents with the army heretofore have 
been permitted to witness fighting at closer 
range than their view of the crossing of 
the Yalu from a safe and comfortable emi- 
nence on the walis of Wiju. When cor- 
respondents or military attaches have at- 
tempted to get to the actual scene of events 
their unfailing, courteous guardians al- 
ways have rebuffed them with the ex- 
planation that “it was very dangerous; 
that they are guests of the Japanese gov- 
ernment, and the government is responsible 
for their safety.” 

On this occ7siton, however, the _ cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press was 
able to see the conduct of the soldiers on 
the field and their treatment of wounded 
and captured enemies in the heat of fight- 
ing. 

Whatever reasons of. military policy may 
renuder secrecy desirable, there certainly is 
nothing in the actions of its soldiers that 
need make the Japanese government keep 
spectators to the rear. The treatment of 
the Russian victims of the competency of 
their officers was all that the most enlight- 
ened nation could expect. When the cor- 
respondent arrived at the trenches, where 
less than a company of Japanese, rushing 
from their beds without time to dress, had 
staved off the Russian onslaught, at first 
with bayonets and swords, the Russian 
dead and wounded stil! lay where they had 
fallen on the wet, grassy slope. How fierce 
the half hour’s work there had been was 
evidenced. by the pools of blood in the 
ditch, and red trails smeared all over the 
grass and stones on the hillside before it. 


Chopped Heads Till 
His Sword Gave Out. 


In ihis fighting Lieut. Kono alone killed 
several Russians, almost severing their 
heads wtih a single stroke of his sword. 
When hé exhibited the weapon afterward 
its edge looked like a saw blade. It has 
gince been sharpened for further use. 

Although the fight had begun only three 
hours before, the Japanese advance was 
half a mile down the valley pursuing the 
Russians, the Japanese dead had been re- 
moved to a temple behind the crest of the 
hill and parties of soldiers from one of the 
companies in reserve were going about the 
field with trenching spades burying the 
dead Russians where they lay and mark- 
ing the graves with a stake or a pile of 
stones. 

The Russians had gone into action wear- 
img their heavy overcoats, and carrying 
their bags of biack bread. They had 
dropped both on the fickt. Already, while 
Some details were burying the dead and 
gome caring for the wounded, others had 
gathered the debris from the field and piles 
oft coats and canteens and a hundred rifles 
with bayonets attached were stacked on 
the temple steps. The Japanese system 
is not only thorough but quick. There 
was a company of Japanese soldiers whose 
Khaki coats were black with mud and 
@weat gathered at the trench quietly dis- 
cussing events, with no show of excite- 
ment.

‘wo big Kuss.an prisoners, not wounded, 
Were resting there with a small Japanese 
@itting behind them. The Japanese sol- 
@ie.s of the column are heavier men. than 
the average of most European armies,

Had the Russians been in- 
formed of the positions and strength of 
the dgpanese they must have known that 
theyywhever had a chance of success. The 
engagement was mrely an outpost affair, 
Lut it was typical of the methods and abil- 
ities of the opposing armies.

THE PARAMOUNT AND OTHER ISSUES. 


The World's statement in its “Open Letter to Mr. Roosevelt” that “the paramount 
issue of this campaign is not, as you would have it, free trade or free silver, but you 
yourself—Theodore Roosevelt'’—has been received in many different ways by the 
press. 

Some of the half-cocked party organs, that usually “go off’’ without stopping to 
think, joyfully accepted the iseue, saying that “‘Roosevelt the Rough Rider" is ‘‘just the 
boy,”’ the great hustling, bustling, ‘‘get there’ American people are eager to make 
President in his own right. He would, they said, have the cowboy vote solid, and 
the West is ablaze for him. Another section of the press deprecated a ‘‘campaign of 
personalities,”’ and with the solemnity of an owl, rebuked the World for sueresting 
it. They were too dense to discriminate between a personality and personalities. 

Another view was taken by the able and independent Boston Herald, which said: 

‘Roosevelt as an issue cannot be separated from his party. The World's letter. 
taken with its supplementary enumeration of ‘‘The real, living, burning questions of 
the campaign,’ makes this plain. It is the policies of the Republican party, when 
they are antagonized by different policies of the Democratic party, that make the 
real issues. 

“The World, of course, recognized this fact in formulating its ‘“‘ten living ques- 
tions.”” It said only that “the paramount question’’ is Mr. Roosevelt himself. 

“Ordinarily it is principles, not men, that determine the course and decide the re- 
sult of a presidential campaign, But as the World said, the personal issue this 
year forced upon the country by Mr. Roosevelt's ‘unusua] temperament and talents 
—his ‘strong. able, ambitious, resourceful, militant, passionate personality’—his ‘ver- 
satile and surprising genius.’ 

“When a man so completely domineers over his party as President Roosevelt has 
done—reducing to subjection its hitherto most powerful bosses and securing the 
subservient acquiescence of the ablest and most experienced senators and represent- 
atives—he, and not party history or the party platform, Is the force to be considered 
by the voters.’ 

It is true, as our Boston contemporary says, that ‘the policies of the Re- 
publican party, when they are antagonized by the Democratic patty,’ are also real 
issues, and the World endeavored to state these with precision. But the main issue 
is, after all, whether the President, who has done so much in shaping the new and 
most dangerous policies of his party, and who has stultified his own early convic- 
tions and record in accepting the worst of its old policies—on the tariff, the trusts 
and the spoi!ls—shall have “a vote of approval, confidence and encouragement” to 
go on in the course he has marked, out—ehall receive a direct commission from the 
people ‘‘to continue, to increase and to intensify the executive acts which have 
amazed and alarmed the friends of peaceful, lawful and safe administration.” 

We need only mention the Cortelyou scandal and the trust placating cabinet 
changes—the Panama coup, the pension order usurpation, the blustering “‘big stick” 
speech, assertion of an overlordship in the Western hemisphere, accompanied with 
the astounding proposal that the United States will act as debt collector for Eu- 
rope in the other American republics—the hair-trigger administration of the navy, 
which dispatches warships over night to the four quarters of the globe on belliger- 
ent errands—the opera bouffe demand for “Perdicaris alive or Raisuli dead’’~—in or- 
der to indicate what is meant by “Roosevelt the paramount issue."’ 

The President would be fully justifiedin accepting an election in these cireum- 
stances as an approval of all he has done and a clear warrant to “let himself loose ’ 
for the next four years.

‘NEW YORK, Aug. 6.—The opening of the 
stock market this morning was of a de- 
cidedly professional character and very 
few definite changes were noticeable in 
the general run of prices.

nage in cotton, corn and oats. And as long 
as the conditions in these crops remain 
favorable a decline in the stock market 
On reports of wheat damage im the North- 
west is hardly to be expected. And should 
the damage reports prove to be grossly ex- 
&@ggerated and a break in the wheat market 
foliow it is not unlikely that this will pre- 
Cipitate a moderate buying movement in 
the stock market and cause a higher range 
of values to prevail. 

In the first few minutes of trading prices 
showed little variation, but the undertone 
of the market ‘s decidedly firm, and, values 
are weli sustained.

S are in the main favorable, although 
some irregularities are noticeable in cer- 
tain lines of trade that are directly affected 
by the present labor difficulties.

ACCUSER DETAINED- 
IN LAWYER'S 0 cf 


Man Who Charges Woman With Rob- 
bery Has Exciting Experience 
in Getting to Court.
